on the east; whilst the south still remains open for future 
additions to the building. The cloisters running round 
the quadrangle measure 375 feet, and command sun- 
shine from its rising to its setting, with the exception 
of some five hours each day during the winter months, 
From the college his excellency asked to be taken to 
the School of Design, where he was met by the rey, 
master, W. Willis, Esq., who most ably explained, to the satis- 
faction of his lordship, all the steps taken up to the present time 
in forming the school so as to open it for students as quickly

ABLE TALK. 


The desiccated floo¥ of the London Coal Exchange consists 
of upwards of 4000 pieces of wood, of various kinds and qualities, 
The great feature of the affair is (says the Builder), that the whole 
of these pieces were, only a few months since, either in the tree in 
the growing state, or cut from wet logs, and were prepared for use in 
the course of a few days by their method of seasoning. The names 
of the woods thus introduced are black ebony, black oak, common 
and red English oak, wainscot, white holly, mahogany, American 
elm, red and white walnut (I'rench and English), and mulberry. 
It is mentioned as a proof of the rapidity of this mode of seasoning 
that the black oak is part of an old tree which was discovered and 
removed from the bed of the Tyne river about the latter end of last 
year. The mulberry wood, introduced aa the blade of the dagger id 
the City shield, is no Jess than a piece of a tree which was planteu 
by Peter the Great, when working in this country as a shipwright. 
‘The patentees state that no one piece of jthe 4000 occupied more 
than ten ortwelve days in seasoning. 

Sweet oil has been found a cure for the mildew which 
affects grapes. ‘The stems are brushed with the oil daily. 


Ata recent meeting of the Westminster Medical Society, 
an admirable paper was read by Dr, Webster, a gentleman kuown 
in the scientific world by his attention to medical statistics. It 
appears that in the Hanover-square division of St. George’s-in-the- 
West, only 13 deaths from cholera took place during the raging 
of the disease, which was one death to every 1846 inhabitants. Of 
the 13, six were young children. Of all whose deaths from cholera 
have been registered, the larger proportion was of women. The 
difference, however, was only five and a half per cent. One-half of 
those who died were in the prime of life, the greatest number being 


‘from thirty to thirty-five years of age, One-fourth were infants 


ng persons. As to the causes apparently influencing the 
prouuntion of cholera, Dr. Webster classes them under four heads, 
namely—l, atmospheric ; 2, local; 3, individual; 4, exciting. As 
to the first, it seems to be more obscure than the rest, and we can 
only observe that during the progress of the disease there appears 
to have been greater and more sudden variations than usual, both 
of temperature and of barometrical pressure. As to local causes; 
they are, in Dr, Webster’s estimation—‘‘ Low, damp situations, 
the vicinity of common sewers; open ditches filled with refuse ; 
crowded neighbourhoods; recently used and, especially, overstocked 
graveyards; cesspools; the absence of means for carrying away 
putrid animal or vegetable exuviw; the want of free ventilation, as 
also of an ample supply of good water; the accumulation of filth, 
and similar abominations.” The individual causes were— Dissi- 
pated habits ; broken-down and debilitated constitutions ; previous 
disease; personal uncleanliness ; deficient nourishment; neglect of 
premonitory symptoms ; defective or deranged general health ; bad 
clothing ; misery; destitution; in short, whatever impairs the 
physical strength or moral energies of an individual. Amongst 
the chief exciting causes Dr. Webster ranks— Bad water, espe- 
vially if contaminated by noxious ingredients; decaying or putrid 
food, whether animal or vegetable ; intoxiéation ; exposure to the 
night air, particularly whén asleep in insalibrious localities ; great 
bodil fatigue ; strong purgative medivihes j fear, all mieiital 
einpilbns of a depréssing character ; besides any influence which 
ddenly debilitates the nervous system of éotporal framé;”” We

‘Lhis cannot fail to be highly interesting at this moment, 
when we are threatened with a scarce and, consequently, dear and 
inferior supply of cotton; and since much flax stalk is thrown 
away both at home and in India, the plant being cultivated for the 
seed, it follows we have here, primd facie, a much less expensive 
raw material than cotton.

InstituTion.—The new orchestral organ (says the Nottingham 
Mercury), Which has been for several weeks in course of erection by 
Messrs. Bevington and Sons, has been opened, under highly 
favourable auspices. Dr. Gauntlett presided at the organ, the vocal 
part being sustained by the Misses Williams, Before describing 
the performances, however, we will lay before our readers a de- 
tailed account of this magnificent instrument, wliich we assert, 
without fear of contradiction, to be, with perhaps but one excep- 
tion, the most brilliant and effective organ in the midland F aealra 
and must considerably enhance the already high and well-deservec 
reputation of its eminent builders, The organ contains altogether 
50 stops and 2400 pipes. There are 9 composition or coupling 
pedals to the great, swell, and choir organs. There are altogether 
11 reed stops of uneqiialled rickiness and power, 3 in the great 
organ, 4 in the swell, 3 in the choir, and 1 in the pedal organ, The 
two pairs of bellows are quite detached from the instrument, being 
placed in a small room at the side of the orchestra. ‘The case is of 
a novel and elegant construction, and also reflects great credit upon 
the taste of Messrs. Bevington, It is a handsome Grecian eleva- 
tion, having four massive columns painted in imitation of white 
marble, with ornamented gilt capitals and bases, supporting a 
richly-decorated pediment. The selection of music performed was 
of a pleasing yet classical character, to develop the resources of the 
instrument, and to call forth the powers of the talented vocalists, 
The performance commenced with the overture to ‘ Fidelio,” a 
most difficult composition to perform on the organ, but accom- 
plished by Dr. Gauntlett in a masterly style, giving the splendid 
orchestral effects in rapid succession ; then followed by ‘ Comfort 
ye my people,” and aria, ‘‘ Every valley,” from ‘ The Messiah,” — 
the voice part played on “‘Great Mournful,” a beautiful-toned 
reed. Miss A, Williams sang ‘With verdure clad”’ in her usual 
charming style. Here the clarinet and bassoon were distinctly

NOVEMBER. 

The common Manicotp and the GoLpEN- 
RoD are sufficiently well known to be at 
once recognised in our bouquet. They 
both belong to Jussieu’s natural order 
Composite, and to the class Syngenesia of 
Linnzus, ‘Linneus describes the marigold 
as opening its petals at nine in the morning 
and closing them again at three in the 
afternoon; but it is by others supposed 
that the opening and closing of the petals 
depend more on the state of the atmo- 
sohexe than on the hours of the day. The 
regular expansion and collapse of the petals 
is not uncommon in flowers of this kind, 
which early attracted the notice of our 
poets, Rowley says :— 

‘‘ The marybud that shutteth with the light;”’ 

Shakspere, too, alludes to ‘ winking mary. 

buds’’ opening their “ golden eyes”’; and 

in ‘Tarquin and Lucrece”’ the following 

passage occurs :— 

Her ore like marigolds, had sheathed their

And, einapied in darkness, sweetly lay

The marigold blows during every month 
in the year. The flowers of the Calendula 
officinalis, or common marigold, which is 
the species represented in our illustration, 
as well as those of the Calendula arvensis, 
or field marigold, are bitter, and are em- 

loyed medicinally as a tonic. 

The scientific name of the Golden-rod 
is Solidago, This plant was formerly much 
used in medicine; and, though still em- 
ployed in some nations of the East, has 
fallen greatly into disuse among us. How 
greatly it was once esteemed as a styptic 
is shown by Gerard, a botanist, who lived 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth.”  Al- 
luding to the golden-rod, this old writer 
says:—It is extolled above all other 
herbes for the stopping of blood in san- 
guinolent ulcers and bleeding wounds; and 
hath in times past been held in greater es- 
timation and regarde than in these daies ; 
for, within my remembrance, I have knowne 
the drie herbe, which came from beyond 
the seas, sold in Bucklersburie, in London, 
for halfe-a-crowne an ounce, But since it 
was founde in Hampsteed Wood, even as 
it were at our towne’s ende, no man will 
give halfe-a-crown for a hundred weight of it ; which plainly 
setteth forth our inconstancie and sudden mutabilitie, esteem- 
ing no longer of anything, how precious soever it be, than 
whilst it is strange and rare.”’ 

The Prmoniéa is one of an extensive genus of elegant 
plants, All its species are natives of the southern hemi- 
sphere.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Prussia.—BERLIN.—The 18th instant was the birthday of his 
Royal Highness Prince Frederick William, on which occasion he 
became aheves and was solemnly admitted into the Order of the 
Black Eagle, in conformity with the statutes of the order. 

-Greecr.—ATHENS.—Her Majesty the Queen of Greece returned 
to the capital on the 2nd instant, having performed the voyage from 
Trieste by the Greek Government steamer Othon, and was admitted 
to free pratique at once. The King, the Ministers, many senators, 
and the civil and military functionaries received her Majesty on 
landing at the Pirens, and she was also welcomed, after an absence 
of four months, with much enthusiasm by the public generally. 

Untrep States, &c.—At Liverpool, late on Sunday night, the 
steam-ship America arrived from Boston, which port she left on 
the 10th instant, She brings one week later date from the United 
States and the British colonial possessions in North America. 
There is very little news of interest by the present arrival, The 
dates from California are brought down to the Ist of September. 
The excitement still continued against the “ foreigners.” 


Tun West Inpta Maiu.—The royal mail steam-ship Severn, 
Captain Vincent, arrived at Southampton from the .West Indies, 
with the usual mails, at the close of last week, in charge of Lieut. 
Brown, Admiralty agent. On her homeward voyage the Severn 
experienced easterly winds, but during the latter part of the voyage 
strong gales from the southward. On the 16th instant Mr, James 

- Bolton, midshipman, in going aloft to close-reef the topsail, fell 
from the futtock rigging, and was killed upon the spot. ‘The news 
from Jamaica is to the 21st of September, being two days later than 
that brought to England from New York. It is somewhat 
important. On the 2lst, the day of sailing of the Severn, the new 
Retrenchment Bill was brought before the House of Assembly, and 
was read a second time. It was, however, expected to be much 
opposed in committee. The object of this bill is to grant immediate 
commutation to the officials for the diminution proposed ta be made 
in their salaries, by paying them the amount of four years’ pr: 
spective reduction, A sum of £60,000 will be required to effect 
this purpose, should the bill ultimately pass into law.

The latter part of the verdict he could not le ally 
record. If the jury attributed blame to any individual, or bade of 


individuals, they ought to do go bya distinct verdict of manslaughter. 


As such was not their finding, he shoyld. only record the verdict 


that the deceased came by their deaths fram inhaling the noxious 
gases generated in a neglected sewer.—The van

HeautH op Lonpon pupging THE WerxK.—In the 
week ending {aut Saturday the number of deaths registered in 
London is 1028, ae shaws a further decreage on the returns of 
previous weeks, @ weekly Vverage of five previous autumns, 
corrected for inoreage of paputarions ig 1162; the decrease on the 
average, a8 shown hy the present return, amounts, therefore, to 
134 deaths. This rgduction in the mortality jg greatest in the 
districts on the south side af the river; for the aeaae of the week 
in this division were 276, whereas the average is 824. ‘The mortality 
from cholera now rapidly approaches the ayera ¢, the deaths having 
fallen from 110 in the previnus week ta 41 in the last. In the west 
distrigts they have decline fram 16 te 4; in ¥s € north from 7 to 1; 
in the pentesl from 10 to 6; in the east fr m ‘ to 17; and in the 
sauth from 46 to 18. There were five deaths in the week in each of 
the districts of Shoreditch and Bethnal-green; in all others the 
number of fatal cases of the epidemie was still less. In the whole 
metropolis the daily number did not, in any instance, exceed 9; on 
Wednesday and Saturday it wasonly 5. ‘The deaths from diarrh@a 
and dysentery were more numerous, and amaunted in the week to 
63; in the previous week they were 105. Of the 14,538 persons who 
haye died of cholera in London in 55 weeks, 6657, or neatly one-half,

THE TRIAL OF THE MANNINGS, 
CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT, 


Thursday being the day appointed for the trial of Manning and 
his wife for the murder of Patrick O'Connor, the exterior of the 
court was densely thronged by crowds of persons, and presented a 
scene of excitement and bustle which unmistakably indicated that 
something of absorbing interest, and of more than ordinary im- 
portance, was transpiting inside. At an early hour many had 
assembled, in the hope, no doubt, by dint of perseverance, by good 
fortune, or, perchance, by means of liberal bribes, of securing a 
position from which a portion of the proceedings might be heard, 
or a glimpse of the prisoners obtained. In this hope, however, 
by far the greater number must have been disappointed, for those 
only were admitted to the body of the court who had tickets signed 
by the under-sheriffs—an arrangement which deserves great praise, 
for, while it enabled persons whose duties imperatively required 
their attendance to effect a ready entrance, it prevented too numer- 
ous an assemblage of curious spectators, who, on important 
occasions in courts of law, produce so much annoyance and 
inconvenience. Nevertheless, every available space in the court 
was turned to account, and even the bench had to give way to the 
pressing desire for accommodation, and the three learned judges had 
ittle more than elbow-room enough to discharge their serious and 
most important functions. There was a considerable array of 
gentlemen of the bar, and extra seats had to be provided for them, 

The gallery, it would appear, is still placed under that disgrace- 
ful system of farming which has been so frequently condemned, 
but never yet abolished. Several touters, employed by the keepers, 
were very actively engaged in fixing upon persons who had no 
tickets, and wished to gain admission, and managed thus, no doubt, 
to get large, if not enormous, fees, fram the few they managed to 
Squeeze together in the cramped-up space. 

There were at least about twenty ladies present, most of whom 
were dressed in very gay attire, and the appeared to take a most 
lively interest in the exciting scene which the court presented pre- 
vious to the entry of the judges, 

Among the most distinguished visitars may be mentioned the 
Swedish Minister and his secretary, Count Colloredo; the Austrian 
Minister and his secretary, Baron Kohler; the Secretary of the 
Prussian Legation, the Marquis of Azeglio, brother to the Sardi- 
nian Minister of Foreign Affairs at Turin; the Sardinian Chargé 
d’ Affaires, the Marquis of Hertford, Lord Strangford, Lord How- 
den; the Rev. Mr. Gibson, rector of St. Mary Magdalen, Bermond- 
sey; the Lady Mayoress, and Mrs. Wilkins, the lady of the learned 
sergeant. 

At nine o’elock Mr, Commissioner Bullock and some of the civic 
functionaries entered, and arraigned several prisoners inthe ordi- 
nary way, preliminary to their trial in the other court. 

The interval that elapsed before the entry of the judges was 
occupied in handing ladies and gentlemen to their seats, and in 
making arrangements for the day, a loud buzz of discussion pre- 
yailing the while. 

At ten o’clock the judges, the Lord Chief Baron, Mr. Justice 
Maule, and Mr. Justice Cresswell, entered the court, followed by the 
Lord Mayor, Aldermen Magnay, Lawrence, and Carden, and other 
civic functionaries. 

The prisoners were immediately placed in the front of the dock, 
Manning at the extreme end facing the left of the judges, and his 
wife at the other extremity ; sue they remained in a standing 


position,

Accipent AND Loss oF Lire.—Reuben Mapstone, a 
quarryman at East Harptree, was, with a fellow-workman (gays the 
Bristal Journal), engaged in blasting the rock, when, hy a spay i 
accidentally falling from a candle, the gunpowder, which had been 
deposited in a hole in the quarry, exploded before they had time to 
cer out of the way, and they were both fearfully burnt, Mapstone 
has died in the infirmary, and his companion now lies there in-a 
state of great suffering and danger. 

DreapruL AccipENT,—On the night subsequent to 
the Bromyard Agricultural Exhibition, two respectable farmers, 
Mr. Jones, of Butterley, and Mr, Green, of Kyrebach, left Brom- 
yard, both well mounted, Their homeward way lying in the same 
direction for several miles, and {ie twa gentlemen having, it would 
appear, indulged freely in the pleasures of the table, they began a 
midnight race shortly after leaying Bromyard, The night was 
dark, all the light guiding the riders being an emanation of fiery 
sparks from their horses’ hoofs, fearfully thundering along the 
macadamised highway, Mr, Green’s horse had from the beginning 
led the race, but, the mare at Jength coming up and pressing the 
haunches of her antagonist, the harge suddenly crossed her course 
and forced her against a block of stone, which literally dashed her 
to pieces, the poor animal’s ribs being. crushed inward, and two of 
her legs broken ; and her master shared inthe sad catastro she, havin 
aeearhis armsandoneof his te s seriously fragtured, besides outward 
and inward contusions, it is feared, of mare fatal import, and from 
whieh now he lies insensible and ina hopeless state, After the 
aceident Mr. Green rode a mile ere missing his companion; he then 
galloped back, and finding his friend, a8 he thought, in a dying 
state, he hastened to a neighbouring farmhanse, gave the alarm, 
and requested inymediate sucecous, but was re julsed with a harsh 
denial. He then returned full speed to his friend, and, finding 
him still breathing, galloped back to Bromyard, and aroused Mr. 
Sheldon, surgean, who was quickly at the spot; and, after proper 
care, had the suflerer conveyed to his residence at Butterley, where 
he now lies still alive, but insensible. The agonies of the mare 
were put an end to on the spot. 

Escare or Turer.Convicts.—An alarm was given 
between ten and eleven o’clock on Saturday last that three convicts 
belonging, to the Wye. convict-ship had escaped while at work in 
the Royal Arsenal by scaling the wall. Their names are, Joseph 
Palmer, aged 26, convicted at Nottingham on the 9th of March, 
1848, of burglary, and making an assault upon and beating and 
wounding the prosecutor; sentenced to trausportation for life, 
having. been previously sentenced to be trans ported, which was 
satisfied by his serving his time in the Justitia convict-ship at the 
Royal Arsenal, Woolwich—a labourer by trade, Mark Thompson, 
aged 39, convicted at Durham on the 28th of Febmuary last of steal- 
ing £85 from a dwelling-house, and, having been previously con- 
victed, was sentenced to fifteen years’ transportation—a collier by 
trade, and a yery powerful-looking man, of a sullen disposition. 
John M‘Gough, adias John Ashworth, aged 20, convicted at Liver- 
pool on the 11th of December, 1847, of burglary, and sentenced to 
ten years’ transportation—a Jabourer by trade, Several persons 
outside witnessed the escape of the convicts, but, instead of aiding 
to secure them, it is said that some eyen cheered them when they 
got down outside the wall, 


SincuLar Dreatu.—A married woman (says the Wigan 
Times)named Wood, residing in Darb-lane, Hindley, was partaking 
of a pasty on Saturday night last, when a piece got into her throat 
and could not be removed, so that death ensued ina few hours 
afterwards. 


DREADFUL SHIPWRECK—LOSs OF ABOVE A HuNDRED 
AND Forty Lives.—A most calamitous shipwreck has occurred 
on the American coast, which seems to have involved the 
sacrifice of upwards of 140 liyes. The passengers were emigrants, 
and composed chiefly of women and children, The following par- 
ticulars are taken from the Boston Journal of Oct. 8:-—‘* The 
British brig Saint John, Captain Oliver, from Galway, Ireland, 
anchored inside Minot’s Ridge about six o’clock a.m. on Sunday, 
dragged her anchors, and struck on the Grampus rocks about 
nine a.m. The captain, officers, and crew (with the exception of 
the first mate) took to the boat and landed safe at the Glades. The 
passengers who were saved got on pieces of the wreck, and landed 
near Whitehead, north end of Cohasset Harbour, The number of 
passengers on board was about 164, out of which about 145 are 
supposed to have been lost. ‘There were 14 cabin passengers, 
mostly women and children, Another account states that the 
captain took to the jolly-boat, and was saved with ten others, The 
second mate, two men, and two boys were lost. The remainder of 
the crew were saved. [The Captain and Officers would appear to 
have a few very serious facts to explain in this affair !] 


Fire IN STAMFORD-STREET.—On Monday night a fire, 
attended with considerable loss of property, broke out in the pre- 
mises belonging to Mr. Huxtable, a tailor, situate at No, 48, Stam- 
ford-street, Waterloo-road, Lambeth. All the parties connected 
with the premises were absent when the accident occurred. 


Fire at Hoxton, AND SupposED Loss oF Lire,—Early 
in the week a most terrific fire broke out in the premises belonging to 
Mr. Nelson, a hat-manufacturer, 140, Hoxton Old-town. At the 
time of the disaster being discovered (it was about one o’clock a.m.) 
the whole of the inmates were in their beds asleep. An instant 
alarm having been given, the parties were aroused ; but so fearful 
had been the progress of the flames in the interim, that the residents 
were compelled to get out at the back windows and drop into the 
yard. A young female who slept in the premises, said to be a 
niece of the proprietor, was missing, and, from the inquiries made, 
it was feared that she had perished. Owing to the combustible 
character of the stock in trade, but few minutes elapsed ere the 
whole of the premises presented one immense sheet of flame, and 
very speedily the property of Mr. Kirkham, china and glass 
merchant, shared a similar fate. The engines soon reached the 
scene of conflagration, at which time plenty of water was flowing 
from the fire-mains, and the firemen succeeded in cutting off the 
further progress of the flames very veditee but at a quarter to three 
o’clack they were far from being entirely extinguished, At that 
time the premises of Mr. Nelson and those of Mr, Kirkham were 
destroyed, and the young female missing had not been seen or 
heard of. [We are happy to announce that she has since been 


found, and is uninjured. ] 

TreMENDOUS Fire IN THE Crry.—On Tuesday even- 
ing, between the hours of five and six o’clock, the city of London 
was visited with the outbreak of a fire of a yery fearful character, 
which at nine o’clock was far from being entirely extinguished, 
although, we are happy to say, all danger of any further extension

was over. The premises in which the disaster commenced were in 
the tenure of Messrs. Baiss, Brothers, and Co., wholesale druggists, 
The property had a saree frontage in King’s Head-court, Fish- 
street-hill, and extended backwards into Lower Thames-street, 
immediately facing St. Magnus’s Church. The moment the occu- 
iers of the building had escaped into the street they despatched 
nformation of the disaster to the various engine stations. Owing, 
however, to the yery combustible nature of the stock in trade in the 
premises, the lames travelled with unusual rapidity, so that in the 
space of a yery few minutes the fire had gained possession of the 
whole range of buildings, and flames rushed out of the various 
windows in King’s Head-court, as well as through the different 
apertures in the premises in Thames-street. The flames at that 
period extended almasgt as far as St. Magnus’s Church in one direc- 
tion, whilst, in the other, house after house in King’s Head-court . 
beeame ignited, either at the backs, fronts, or roofs, so that the 
reflection of the flames could be seen for miles. This caused the 
engines of the parish, of Messrs. Calvert, the brewers, the London 
Brigade and West of England office, to start to the scene of con- 
flagration; upon yeaching which, not only were the premises in 
which the calamity oceuryred found to be completely enveloped in 
flames, but sundry smart explosions were continually occurring, to 
thealarm of all present. The damage done by this disastrous 
event must be very considerable, for, besides the great destruction 
of property at Messrs, Baiss’s premises, about thirteen other houses 
are eayately injured. pinpn at the number are those of Mr. Vilaw, 
lumber, No. 2, King’s Head-court; Mr, Connette, butcher, 35, 
“ish-street-hill; Mr, Rouse and Mr. Mills, fish salesmen, in King’s 
Head-court; My. Baker, greengrocer; Mr, Barber, basketmaker, in 
King’s Head-court; the back of the offices belonging to the Mar- 
gate and Ramsgate Steam Packet Company ; Francis’s coffee- 
rooms, in hames-street ; Messrs, Scully's, the wholesale cheese- 
mongers; and Mr, Jones’s beershop, 123, Thames-street. The 
exact amount of damage done to these premises it would at present 
be impossible to tell, but many of them are severely burned. The 
cause of the disaster was owing to a boy taking a candle into the 
basement to draw some spirits of nitre off, when the fluid ran upon 
the ground and instantly became ignited, so that it was with great 
difficulty the youth reat esca rig Bich ne to the amount of £12,000 
or £13,000 can be acequnted for; and jt is hoped that that is the 
extent of the damage, but it would at present be impossible to 
state with any degree of certainty the actual losses. 


Bolter Expiosion av Liverroa.,—At one o'clock 
on Saturday morning last, the whole of the north end of 
Liverpool was alarmed by a fearfyl explosion. Thousands were 
startled from their sleep, and from the neighbourhood of Everton 
hundreds hurried towards Scotland-road to learn the cause. It was 
soon ascertained that the explosion had taken place in the brewery 
of Messrs. Hallsal, Segar, and Co., Bevington-bush, immediately 
opposite the new baths-at the end of Paul-street. The effect of 
the explosion was far more destructive than could be well supposed 
from the size of the boiler. The whole interior of the premises is a 
complete ruin; the yard filled with timber, vats, cistern, and fallen 
walls. On the first sound of the explosion the police, in numbers, 
hastened to the spot, and in a few minutes Inspectors Eaton, Burton, 
Rimmer, and Sergeant M‘Donald, were present to assist and 
direct. The street soon filled with crowds who had fled from their 
beds in a state of fearful alarm, many of them thinking that an 
earthquake had taken place, or, as one of them expressed it, that 
the end of the world had come. Many of these, however, were soon 
collected, enough to assist their poor neighbours, who, in the attacks 
of the cottages, were covered under the ruins, while the police pro- 
ceeded to explore the interior of the brewery. A few yards on the 
right of the entrance a voice was heard, and Thomas Worthington 
was with difficulty dragged from under a load of bricks, beams, 
and utensils. He was very little hurt ; but his comrade, who was 
found a few yards from him, had his shoulder dislocated. He was 
instantly conveyed to the hospital. These poor fellows, in their 
own fears, did not forget their young master, and, in their anxiety, 
requested the police-oflicers to search for him. At that instant 
fireman 36 exclaimed, ‘‘ Here is adead man!”’ “I am not dead,” 
said a faint voice, and Inspector Eaton instantly proceeded to 
liberate Mr, Segar from the rubbish. He wag covered with dust, 
but through the dust a stream of blood showed that his head was 
injured, With all possible care he was got through one of the 
cottages, the wall of which had fallen into a court which led into 
Nicholas-street, and conveyed to a public-house in Burlington- 
street, where his father soon arrived. In order to provide better 
accommodation, he was carefully carried in a chair to the Plough 
Inn, Scotland-road, where he was promptly attended by Dr. Hyam, 
from the dispensary. ‘The scene in the courts abutting on the 
brewery, after the explosion, itis difficult to describe, he poor 
people were running about in their nightclothes ; but, with that 
spirit of humanity which never forsakes them, those who had only 
been frightened eagerly assisted their less-fortunate brethren who 
could not extricate themselves from the ruins. Among these were 
a Jabourer named Maxwell, his wife, and six children, They slept 
in an attic, and were completely covered by the roof; Maxwell 
himself had his shoulder hurt; his wife was also injured, but not 
seriously ; but the children all escaped unhurt, with the exception 
of one little fellow, who had his °B wounded in descending the 
staircase. The poor people driven from the cottages were received 
in the humble abodes of their neighbours, and good fires, and such 
covering as could be hastily procured, made them tolerably com- 
fortable. The brewery horses are all safe, but at present im- 
pounded in the ruins, ‘The latest inquiries incline us to the belief 
that Mr. Segar will recover, though his wounds are excessive, por- 
tions of the scalp having been completely torn away,

MEDICINAL PLANTS. 
1. 

Inpian Fics, or Cactusrs.—Thére is a collection of these 
curious plants in the Kew Garden, perfectly unique of its kind. 
If they do not possess much grace and beauty (their flowers, 
however, are often splendid in the extreme), yet they are very 
remarkable in the strange forms and structure of their—~ 
almost inyariably—leafiess stems and trunks; their deep longi- 
tudinal ribs or furrows, and sharp angles ; the singular vestiture 
of hairs or spines (or both combined) ; the latter, often in 
countless myriads, arranged with the most perfect symmetry 
in stellated or star-shaped clusters, 

America is the exclusive station of the cactuses, no species 
appearing to be native of any other part of the world, In that 


country they. are abundant in the tropics, extending a short 
distance beyond them, both to the north and the south. 


Hot, 
dry, exposed places are the favourite stations of Indian figs, for 
which they are peculiarly adapted, in consequence of the 
imperfect evaporating pores of their skins: a circumstance 
which accounts for the excessively succulent state of their 
tissue. 

The fruit is very similar in its properties to that of currants, 
in some being refreshing and agreeable to the taste, in others 
mucilaginous and insipid. Many are valued as palliatives of 
intermittent or bilious fevers, in consequence of their refreshing 
subacid juice, The fruit of Opantia vulgaris has the property 
of staining red; that of O.-tuna is of the richest carmine, 
and forms a valuable pigment; the juice of Mammillaria is 
remarkable for being slightly milky, and, at the same time, 
sweet and insipid. Another species, Rhipsalis pachyptera, 
has not only the succulent fruit of the order, but is bruised 
and used as a fomentation for ill-conditioned ulcers. The fruit 
of Pereskia aculeata is pleasant and expectorant. The great 
fleshy stems of some Mexican species are eaten by cattle. 

Asar@TipA Gigantic Frayne —(Ferula asafetida),— 
This noble and most useful plant grows to the height of eight 
or nine feet; is a native of Persia, and bears umbelliferous 
flowers ; the root is the size of a man’s arm, and abounds with 
a thick milky juice, yielding an excessively strong fetid smell. 
This juice furnishes the medicine called asafoctida, 

Asafootida is a medicine in very general use, and is certainly 
a more eflicacious remedy than any of the other fetid gums, 
It is most commonly employed in hysteria, hypochondriasis, 
some symptoms of dyspepsia, flatulent colics, and in most of 
those diseases termed neryous; but its chief use is derived from

hie fortress EH Simancas above two years; and, as he was of an im- 
atient temperament, the imprisonment was most irksome to him, 
Khare often heard those persons who guarded him say that Don 
Antonio was in the habit of pacing up and down the large hall with 
as much haste and fury as if he were flying from an enemy; and that 
he would continue to do so for three or four hours without intermis- 
sion. And once when a hidalgo of Simancas said to him, ‘Why does 
not your graec sit down, seeing that you must be tired ?”” the bishop 
newered, ‘I have not sat down these seventy years.’’ Whether 
it was that the bishop could not endure the long imprisonment, or 
the subjection in which he was held by the alcalde, or whether he 
had treated secretly with some of his powerf ul connections, he deter- 
mined to escape from the fortress; and, while he was seeking some 
opportunity, it so happened that one Sunday while all the people 
were hearing a sermon fn the cloisters of the Church of our Saviour— 
for at this moment the old church at Simancas had been pulled down, 
and the foundations only of the new one had been laid—the bishop 
sent a page to summon the alcalde, Francisco Noguerol, to come to 
him. Now, Noguerol was a tall, valiant man, about fift years of 
age, and was the lieutenant of Hernando de Vega, the ereditary 
alcalde of the Castle of Simancas, No uerol thought that, perad- 
venture, the bishop was ill, as at ten o’clock in the morning he was 
still in his bed, whereas he generally got ie much earlier, The 
alcalde, therefore, went to the cell in which the bishop always slept 
with his door double-locked, and was re uested by the bishop to sit 
down on a stool at the head of the bed while they talked awhile. 
The bishop had near his bed a large stone hidden in a sort of 
leathern bag or case (borcequi), which looked as if it might serve to 
carry his breviary on a journey; with this stone he struck the 
alealde a violent Sinw on the head, which half stunned him; and 
then, jumping upon him, he proceeded to stab him in the neck with 
a penknife which was tied to a stick by a piece of string, until the 
alcalde was dead. The alcalde Noguerol, who was stron and 
brave, resisted the bishop for some time; and the people in the 
fortress, hearing the noise, ran towards the bishop’s apartment. 
The first person who reached it was the alcalde’s son, a big lad, who 
was going straight to the bishop’s cell to make out what had hap- 
pened, when, on reaching the principal staircase leading to the 
corridor, he met the bishop running towards him with his white 
zamarra, or jacket, stained with blood. The lad, suspecting what 
had happened, in order not to be murdered himself, turned and Tan 
out of the fortress as fast as he could, slamming the door violently 
behind him, which shut with a spring. The bishop could not come 
up in time with the lad, but remained a prisoner in the barbican. 
the lad screamed loud ual to be heard by the people in the 
neighbouring church, who all came running out to see what had 
happened in the fortress. ‘The bishop entered the barbican, and by 
means of a stone staircase got upon the rampart, whence, doubtless, 
he would have thrown himself down, aihough the tower was very 
high, had he not seen that a number of people had already collected 
and surrounded the place. The alcaldes of Simancas arrived and 
begged Don Antonio to come down and to return to his cell. The 
bishop; seeing that he had no other alternative, said that if any hijo 
algo, or gentleman of high birth, were present, he would deliver 
himself up. The alcalde Alonzo Ruiz announced to the bishop 
that both he and his brother alcalde were hidalgos; whereupon the 
bishop let himself down from the wall, placed himself in the hands 
of the two alcaldes, and returned to his eell. On his way thither, 
and during the confusion produced by this incident, Noguerol’s gon 
came behind the bishop and stabbed him in the back with a dagger. 
To expiate whieh offence the lad made a pilgrimage to Rome, and 
died at sea on his way thither. The bishop was now conducted to 
his cell surrounded by guards; and it is said that on being asked, 
“ How did your grace kill the alealde?” he anawere » “ His 
vins killed him, although it is true that some blows did pass between 
us.”’ Shortly after this (in March, 1523) the judge, odrigo Ron- 


quillo, arrived in Simancas, and applied the torture to one of the. 


bishop's chaplains, and to some of his female servants, forcing sharp 

tices of wood under their nails, in order to wring from them a con- 
ession that the bishop held secret correspondence with others, and 
to force from them what they knew of his doings, but without avail, 
At length the bishop himself was told to prepare his soul for death; 
and the following day the clergy of the town formed in procession 
and conducted the bishop from the cell to the round tower, singing 
the Miserere,”” Such was the disturbance caused in the minds 
of the clergy by the sight of a bishop Menor tons a condemned cri- 
minal, that they sang the verses of the iserere’’ all wrong, 
whereas the bishop recited them correctly, and the while exhorted 
the priests to accompany him with so sweet a voice and so placid a 
countenance that no one eould perceive in hin any dejection or 
anxiety, On reaching the plaza opposite the round tower, the 
bishop knelt down on a earpet spread on the ground, and, after 
praying most fervently to God, the executioner besought his for- 
giveness. ‘T forgive you,” said the bishop, “ and have to request 
you to perform your business as quickly as possible.” The screw 
was then adjusted round his throat, and the garrote given. The 
dead body remained on the spot all that day until next morning, 
when it was placed in a shell, conveyed to the church, and buried 
in the cloister. To this day the tomb is to be seen in the Chapel 
of the Holy Sepulchre, ornamented with the story of Jonas. 
Although many nobles who were related to Don Antonio wished to 
convey his corpse to some more honourable sepulchre, this favour 
was denied them, It was a sad and scandalous matter thus to exe- 
cute a prince of the Holy Church like a common malefactor! With 
this ends (says Fraser) the picturesque description of Don Manuel 
Bachiller’s account of the popular insurrection of the Communidades 
of Castile against the eneroachments of the Crown and the extor- 
tions of foreign minions. (From “ Fraser's Magazine.’’)

A PREP INTO SPACE, 


The diameter of the earth’s orbit is, as it were, the pocket-rule 
of the astronomer (observes Mr, Burritt), with which he measures 
distances which the mind can no more grasp than infinity. This 
star-measure is one hundred and ninety millions of miles in length. 
This the astronomer lays down on the floor of heaven, and, drawing 
lines from its extremities to the nearest fixed star, ora centauri, he 
finds the angle thus subtended by this base line to be nat quite one 
second! By the simple Rule of Three he then arrives at the fact 
that the nearest fixed star is 21,000,000,000,000. - From another 
simple calculation it follows that, in the space around our solar 
system devoid of stars, there is room in one dimension, or in one 
straight line, for 12,000 solar systems; in two dimensions, or in one 
plane, there is room for 130,000,000 of solar systems; and in actual 
sidereal space of three dimensions there is room for 1,600,000,000,000 
of solar systems the size of our own. Nay, good farmer, do not 
look so unbelievingly. Your boy need not graduate from the 
district-school to prove all this. One anda halt million million of 
solar systems, as large as ours, might be set in the space which 
divides between it and its nearest neighbour. And if we might 
assume the aggregate population of our solar system to be 
20,000,000,000, then there would be room enough for thirty thousand 
trillions of human beings to live, love, and labour in the worlds 
that might be planted in this same starless void. Nay, good man 
of the tow frock, hold on a moment longer. Our sun is but a dull, 
hazy speck of light in the great milky way; and Dr. Herschel says 
he discovered fifty thousand just such guns in that highway of 
worlds, in a space apparently a yard in breadth, and six in length, 
Think of that a moment! and then that no two of them all are pro- 
bably nearer each other than twenty billions of miles; and then, 
that the starless space between their solar systems might contain 
1,600,000,000,000 of similar systems! Multiply these spaces and 
these systems by a hundred millions, and you will have numbered 
the world that a powerful glass will open to your view from one 
point of space. Again, mu tiply these systems by twenty thousand 
millions, and you will have three billion trillions of human beings 
who might dwell in peace and unity in that point of space which 
Herschel’s glass would disclose to your vision. And you ask 
despairingly, What is man? We will tell you what he is in one 
respect: the Creator of all these worlds is his God.

before him. It is the wide and fertile valley of the Min—inter- 
sected everywhere by rivers and canals, and teeming with anumerous 
and industrious population. In about an hour from the time when 
I began the ascent I reached the porch of the temple. Some idle- 
looking priests were lounging about the steps which led up to the 
first range of buildings. As soon as I was observed one of them 
ran off and informed the Superior or abbot, who came down and 
received me with great politeness, An old priest clothed in a 
yellow gown now presented himself, and offered to conduct me 
through the various parts of this extensive edifice, and over the 
grounds. I thanked him for his politeness, and followed him, The

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

Within the last week or two we have observed the partial 

revival of an old fashion, which enjoyed a certain degree of 
yogue some five-and-twenty years ago. We allude to a row of 
quilting on the skirts of dresses extending from the edge to 
about the height of the knees. This is, of course, suited only 
silk or satin; and it has the recommendation of 
giving the solidity and substance requisite for walking-dresses 
at the present season, without the inconvenience of flounces or 
other elaborate trimmings. We have seen a dress of black 
satin made in this style, the effect of which was at once rich 
and novel, It was intended to be worn with a casaveck of the 
same material, and quilted at the edge of the basque or skirt. 
Outdoor dresses, and also those for home négligé, are almost 
invariably made high to the throat ; and the corsages are fre- 
quently trimmed with passementerie, 
Winter bonnets, presenting much elegant variety, are now 
making their appearance in rapid succession, This variety, 
however, is contined exclusively to materials and trimming ; 
for shapes have, during the last few months, undergone little 
To ladies residing at a distance from the
